The Americans operating on a 25-mile front be- 


tween Chateau-Thierry and Soissons have hurled the 
enemy Lack over the entire front at one o'clock this 
afternoon. Twelve towns and a large nupiber of 
prisoner* were taken by the Americans who were 
still pressing forward, according to United Press dis- 
patches from the fighting front. At the hour of 
cabling the Americans had carried the following 
towns west of Chateau-Thierry: Villers Heodon, 
T)ammart, Courthamps, Licy-Clignon, Monthiers, 
Courcy, Belleau, Givray, so Gengoulph, Houtesvnes 
aud other smaller villages, farms, and heights, in- 
cluding Jivery Wood.
